They were 
not on the body when it was 
discovered hours after she 
died. 

Not In Police Custody. 


Although police still have/| 
Montague under technical ar- | 
rest, they no longer have him 
in custody because they de- 
livered him to the psychiatric 
hospital Wednesday. He was 
taken there under a state law 
which permits police, health of- 
ficers or even private citizens 
to request confinement of per- 
sons on metal grounds if they 
are considered dangerous. 

Dr. Ulett said. no unusual 
precautions have been taken 
for guarding Montague. He 
acknowledged that mental pa- 
tients held under the same 
cireumstances have escaped | 
from the hospital in the last | 
year. | 

“In last year’s budget we | 
fhcluded a request for about 
$35,000 to construct a security 
ward at the hospital,” he said. 
“But the item was taken out 
of the budget.” 

Armed guards are not per- 
mitted at Malcolm Bliss, Police 
said today they had no authori- 
ty to send officers into the 
hospital to act as guards.

Circuit Attorney Thomas F. 
Eagleton, who authorized the 
murder warrant Thursday, said 
Montague will not be arrested 
under it until after a deter- 
mination is made of his men- 
tal condition.

Board hate Qh Quickly on 


Proposed Elimina- 


tion of 5 Districts So 
Tax Rates Can 
Changed if Needed. 


An election on a consolida- 
tion proposal which would 


eliminate five school districts | 


in St. Louis county will be held 
Feb. 10, the St. Louis County 


Board of Education decided to- 
day at a meeting. 

The election date was set 
after the State Board of Educa- 
tion announced yesterday that 
it had approved the consolidas 
tion plan submitted to it by the 
county board. 

Under state law, the county 
board must then submit the 
proposition to the voters in the 
districts affected within 60 
days. A simple majority of the 
vote in the proposed new dis- 
trict. is required to create the 
district. 

County Board’s Proposal. 

Under the county board's 
plan, one of the new districts 
would be composed of what is 
now the Pattonville R-3, Scud- 
der: and Marylind Heights dis- 
tricts. Another district would 
be formed by the consolidation 
of Hancock Place and-Jeffer- 
son Barracks districts, 

Valley Park and Parkway 
Consolidated would be merged 
10 make a single district, and 
West Walnut Manor and Jen- 
nings districts would be com- 
bined into one district. 

In announcing the date of 
the election, the county board 
said the earliest possible date 


was selected to that, in the 
event the consolidations are 
approved, there will be time 
ta prepare new tax rates, if 
-needed, for submission in the 
April school elections. 

The early date will also al- 


low prospective candidates for 
any new district boards to file 
for election at the April vote. 
Revises Earlier Plan. 

The consolidation plan was a 
revision of an earlier county 
board plan for elimination of 
four districts. The’ earlier 
plan had been rejected by the 
state board as “not being com- 
prehensive enough.” 

The rejected plan had called 
for consolidation of Pattonville 


with Scudder; Hancock Place 
with Jefferson Barracks: Val- 
ley Park with Eureka, and 


West Walnut Manor with Jen- 
nings. 
James J. Taylor, superin- 
tendent of the Maryland 
Heights District, has stated his 
opposition to inclusion of his 
district with Pattonville R-3 
and Scudder. He could see no 
improvement in the tax base of 
the proposed district, he said. 
Monroe A. Holman, superin- 
tendent of the Pattonville dis- 
trict, said when the revised 
plan was approved b,’ the coun- 
ty board that he expected the 
-people of his district would 
‘go along with the wishes of the 
other two districts, either for 
or against merger. " 
Superintendent’s Reaction. 
Elzy R. Smith, superintend- 
ent of Scudder, refused to talk 
to a reporter. George S. Knight, 
superintendent of Valley Park 
schools, and E. N. Widen, pres- 
ident of Parkway Consolidated 
‘school board, declined to com- 
ment at the time the county 
board approved the new plan. 
Paul L. Heath, president of 
the Jefferson Barracks school 
board, said he favors merger 
with Hancock Place district 
“‘We have problems that can be 


“solved only by merger,” he 
‘said. 
James Lindhurst, superin- 


‘tendent of Hancock Place, said 
he is opposed to the merger 
‘plan. “The Jefferson Barracks 
‘district has an inadequate tax 
«-base and our district would 
have to make up the deficit,” 
-he remarked. 

A. E. Wehmeier, superinten- 
‘dent of the Jennings school 
district, said he is against merg- 
ing with the West Walnut Man- 
or district. 

“The plan has no educational 
advantages for our children, 
he said. “The consolidation 
would require a tax increase 
without any benefits. The Jen- 
nings school board is on rec- 
ord as — to this proposed 


West Walnut Manor 
board was reported to 
favor of the consolida- 


County's Proposals. 

The county board, in sub- 
mitting the consolidation plan, 
-~had noted the St. Louis Metro- 
-politan Survey recommended 
that all districts without high 
schools be consolidated with 
existing school districts, and 
that districts with fewer than 
“1500 pupils be consolidated 
~with other districts. 

The number of school dis- 
tricts in St. Louis county has 
‘been reduced from 83 in 1949 
to the present 29.

Police Making Intensive Searc 


For Mrs. Bullock 3 in This Area ; Recently installed officers 


Police were making an ex- 
tensive search in St. Louis to- 
day for Mrs, James Stanley 
Bullock who is wanted for 
questioning in the murder of 
her husband. 

Acting on information that 
the 23-vear-old widow has left 


her mother’s home 
Kan., homicide 


in Merriam, 
detectives made 
a check of city and county mo- 
tels, hotels and places where 
Mrs. Bullock has st ayed previ- 
ously here. 

Detectives believe Mrs. Bul- 
lock may have returned to St. 
Louis for clothing and personal 
articles. Most of her clothes 
were left at the Bullock home, 
1448 Yale avenue, Richmond 
Heights, after the shooting 

Mrs. Bullock went to her 
mother’s home immediately af- 
ter the coroner's inquest last 
month and has refused to sub- 


mit to further questioning. 
Police said they wanted to in- 
terrogate her about new evl- 
dence 

Bullock, 27, an office worker 
and night school student, was 
shot to death last Dec. 17 in 
front of the City Art Museum 
in Forest Park. 


Tapes Being Examined. 

Examination of tape record- 
ings found yesterday in the 
Bullock home will be contin- 
ued Monday by police in an 
effort to uncover clues to the 
murder. 

For more than two hours last 
night, three detectives of the 
Police Department intelligence 
unit listened to a playback of 
the tapes in the office of St. 
Louis County Publie Adminis- 
trator G. Joseph Neaf at Clay- 
ton 

Nothing ‘of apparent value 
came to light, but police made 
re-Tecording of the tapes which 
will be turned over to Chief of 
Detectives James E. Chapman 
for analysis. Last night's audi- 
tion was incomplete because of- 
fices lacked equipment for 
playing back some of the ma- 
terial.

wife.

ence to 1954 and apparently 
was made at a military base. | 
Five names were mentioned. 


Several male voices sang and 
talked of a bond of riendship | 
between them. Bullock’s name 
was not mentioned 

In their visit to the Bullock 
home yesterday, Neaf and his 
assistants took an inventory of 
articles belonging to Bullock. 

It was learned yesterday that 


Mrs. Bullock wrote a letter 
dated Jan. 7 from Merriam, 
Kan., to Loral McNew, princi- 


pal of the Springdale School in 
Berkeley. Mrs. Bullock .was a 
kindergarten teacher there at 


the time of her husband's 
death. 
The letter indicated Mrs. 


Bullock did not plan to return 
to St. Louis and sought infor- 
mation as to how she might 
terminate her contract with the 
school system.

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A Time for Persuasion 

The Freeholders’ decision to draft a district 
plan after all: gives them a chance—a bare 
chance—to make their year of unpaid public 
service meaningful and constructive. 

First they will have to complete the draft- 
ing, a major challenge in the three and a half 
months before the Board automatically is dis- 
solved. And then the substantial Freeholder 
minority now favoring the district approach 
will have to grow into a majority through 
reasonable persuasion of some of the 10 or 11 
members who until now have favored merger 
of city and county. 

One way to start the process of persuasion 
is to submit both the district plan and the 
merger plan to the test of: public hearings. 
Should the hearings develop evidence that St. 
Louis county does not want to merge with 
St. Louis, would it not be folly to submit a 
merger proposal that would be fought tooth 
and nail by the county’s civic, political and 
other leaders? Whatever plan is submitted 
to the people must pass in both city and 
county in separate elections. 

Some Freeholders sincerely believe that 
they should ignore the factor of acceptability 
and submit what they personally believe to 
be the “best” plan, even if they know in 
their hearts it probably is doomed. They are 
entitled to their opinions. But how can they 
be so sure that merger is “best” or even “‘bet- 
ter’ than a district? The political scientists 
of Washington and St. Louis universities, who 
conducted the Metropolitan Survey, did not 
think so. 

* * * 

Permitting the city to annex St. Louis coun- 
ty’s 98 municipalities is not necessarily good, 
even in the abstract. Mere size is no guaran- 
tee of increased efficiency. As the Metro- 
politan Survey pointed out, a single giant gov- 
ernment might be overwhelmed with petty 
matters that do not concern the area as a 
whole. 

True, government can be organized to 
solve these myriad problems, but it can be 
argued that a number of smaller governments 
could handle a multiplicity of small problems 
more easily and more efficiently than could 
a single large government. This is the prin- 
ciple behind business decentralization. It 
also is one of the reasons for the existence 
of cities which, as political subdivisions ‘of 
the state, can handle their own problems bet- 
ter than such could be handled by giant state 
governments. 

The argument against merger is even more 
powerful when school districts are considered, 
as they must be in this case. Under the 
statutes, the St. Louis school district goes 
wherever the city goes. If the city annexes 
the county, then the city’s district automatical- 
ly will annex the 29 districts west of Skinker. 
Would this make for more economical educa- 
tion in the area as a whole?

‘Conference on Education has examined this 


question of size in the abstract and concluded 
that “in most cases of extensive reorganiza- 
tion the cost per pupil has risen.” In Iowa, 
a study by the Department of Public Instruc- 
tion showed that as high school enrollments 
approached 600 students, the cost per pupil 
went down; above 600, as they would be in 
a city-county district, costs tended to go up 
slightly. The National Commission on School 
District Reorganization has concluded that 
gains in economy take place as the number 
of teachers in a district rises to about 250, but 
that no further economies develop thereafter. 

Those Freeholders who consider merger 
“best” say that the limited district plan “cre- 
ates a new layer of government.” This is not 
entirely true. A metropolitan layer already 
exists in the Sewer District, which ought to be 
absorbed in a new district performing addi- 
tional vital functions. In any case, the Free- 
holders should not frighten themselves with 
slogans 

Whether it is called a “new layer” or not, 
a metropolitan government is needed to attack 
problems which existing governments cannot 
solve. Local government for its part also 
exists to serve the needs of the people. What 
is wrong with organizing the right govern- 
ments to do each job? If the people ever 
wanted to merge them, they could do so by 
revising the metropolitan plan. But it is bet- 
ter to start small and grow big than to fail 
utterly while trying to start big. 


For a University’s Repute 

Has anybody ever heard of a few thousand 
alumni of a university being urged to protest 
to its president because a professor has been 
fired or vice versa? We doubt it. Yet that 
is the kind of a hullabaloo President J. L. Mor- 
rill of the University of Minnesota is enduring 
these days because he has not discharged his 
athletic director. As anybody might guess, 
Minnesota’s football team last season was 
less than sensational. 

The .usual homily to be read here is that 
this shows what big-time athletics can do to 
a school. But that one may be skipped. In- 
stead, let’s say that the Minnesota alumni are 
showing that they have an odd notion of what 
makes.a university great. It might even be 
suggested that this is one reason why a Rus- 
sian satellite, not an American rocket, is 
orbiting the sun. 


The situation, of course, is not peculiar to — 


the University of Minnesota, but that should 
be cold comfort in Minneapolis. 


Aiding Missouri Flood Control 


A legal cloud on levee-building in Missouri, 
and on national flood-control measures re- 
quiring levees in this state, has been removed 
by a unanimous decision of the Missouri Su- 


preme Court. The verdict, reversing a deci- - 


sion by Circuit Judge Emmett J. Crouse of 
St. Joseph dissolving a levee district in north- 
western Missouri, squares with the practical 
necessities and we believe it also squares 
with the logic of the situation. 

Judge Crouse had ruled that the Tarkio- 
Squaw Levee District of Holt County violated 
a Missour} law which provides that no levee 
or drainage district may carry out programs 
the cost of which exceeds the benefits. The 
levee district in question proposed to put up 
$1,800,000 in order to gain estimated benefits 
of $6,000,000, and the Army Engineers pro- 
posed to use about $15,000,000 of federal 
funds.. Some of the farmers who would be 
taxed to maintain the levees brought suit to 
dissolve the district. 

In order to arrive at a cost figure greater 
than estimated benefits, the circuit judge had 
to add in the federal contribution, designed 
for benefits to.a national flood-control system 
on the. Mississippi and Missouri rivers and af- 
fecting many states. This the State Supreme 


Court says the circuit court was unjustified 
in doing. The local cost alone must be 
weighed against benefits. 

Any other decision would have balkanized 
flood control’ and played hob with the na- 
tional development of interstate streams. 


Virginia Leadership at Stake 


Much of the Deep South will be watching 
Monday to see how the Virginia Supreme 
Court rules on the package of laws which 
underlies ‘massive resistance’ to public 
school integration. If Virginia retreats from 
this attempt at legalized defiance of the Fed- 
eral Constitution, other states which followed 
Virginia leadership must retreat as well. 

Several Virginia newspapers predict that 
the high court of a state which pioneered in 
public schooling will knock down the laws 
which permitted closing of public schools in 
three cities. Even if jnassive resistance es- 
capes from the state court, it is unlikely to 
escape from a federal district court which has 
held up a ruling until the state justices could 
act. 

Against this background the vote of the 
Norfolk City Council to cut off operating 
funds of classes beyond the sixth grade seems 
unusually illogical and vindictive. The ef- 
fect of the vote is to deprive 7170 Negro pu- 
pils of public secondary education from which 
10,000 white pupils already have been barred. 

The Council based its actién on a Novem- 
ber referendum in Norfolk. The voters re- 
fused to ask the state to return the closed 
schools to city control so they could be re- 
opened on an integrated basis. This is not 
the same thing, however, as voting to close 
all secondary schools. Moreover, 44 per cent 
of Norfolk’s voters balloted for open schools. 

The Virginian-Pilot calls the Council’s lock- 
out “an act of retaliation against Negro pu- 
pils.” But while the Negro children will suf- 
fer from the new school closings, “the worst 
sufferer,’ says the newspaper, will be the 
Norfolk public schools and all their children, 
and the city and its business. 

However the courts rule on massive resist- 
ance, the acts of folly committed in its name 
ought to make the entire South question Vir- 
ginia’s so-called “intellectual leadership.” 


Unlike Missouri 

New York state, like Missouri, needs more 
revenue. New York, like Missouri, faces a 
possible budget deficit and some income tax 
evasion. But New York, unlike Missouri, is 
seriously considering a dual answer to the 
revenue and tax evasion problems in the 
form of a_ pay-as-you-go tax withholding 
system. 

Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller has proposed 
this and, since it has the support of his 
party’s leaders in the Legislature, withhold- 
ing is expected to become law. The legis- 
lators are trying to develop a system in ac- 
cord with federal practice to burden employ- 
ers as little as possible. Gov. Rockefeller 
believes that pay-as-you-go will be more con- 
venient for taxpayers, and will add $35,000.,- 
000 to state revenue without any increase in 
tax rates. 

With different taxes and a smaller popu- 
lation, Missouri could not realize so much 
from withholding. But this state’s Revenue 
Director has estimated a possible saving of 
six to eight million dollars, or 15 to 20 per 
cent of the yield. The case for withholding 
in New York applies to Missouri with equal 
emphasis. When is Missouri going to con- 
sider that case? 


That Alarming Film Exchange 


Some pretty silly things are being said by 
objectors to the cultural exchange of motion 
pictures between the United States and the 
Soviet Union, scheduled to start in the spring. 
Fulton Lewis Jr., for instance, said in two 
newspaper columns that the arrangement had 
opened the “floodgates” and predicted that 
“soon there will be double features at your 
neighborhood movie house __ spotlighting 
Polish and Hungarian and Czech movies.” 
John T. Flynn declared in a fadio broadcast 
that “now you are expected to help support 
the Soviet film industry by paying your 
money to watch Communist movies.” 

Actually, Russian movies are already being 
shown in the United States—a film of the 
Bolshoi Ballet, including “Swan Lake,” one 
of those selected in the cultural exchange 
program, has already been seen here at the 
Shady Oak—but no American movie has 
been shown in Moscow in 22 yéars. Messrs. 
Lewis and Flynn to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, it is good for countries to know each 
other’s cultures, in the interest of enrichment 
as well as peace. Russian movies have been 
selected for showing in this country on the 
basis of being relatively free of propaganda, 
but even if the propaganda content were high 
we imagine most Americans are smart enough 
not to be taken in. 

The realities of the matter are that it will 
be a fairly good trick if many Americans get 
a chance to see the Russian films at all. They 
are not the kind of box-office draws that the 
big commercial houses like, but the kind 
usually shown in a small sprinkling of art 
theaters in the larger cities. We hope many 
Russians will go to see “Lili,” ‘“Oklahoma!,” 
and the other American films, and many 
Americans will see the Russian imports, par- 


ticularly Mr. Lewis, Mr. Flynn, and other | 


alarmed alarmists. 


W here Heat Is a Luxury 


The primitive nature of the conditions 
under which migratory farm workers in the 
United States are for the most part compelled 
to live is brought into sharp relief by the op- 
position to proposed reforms in New Jersey. 
That state has had a migrant labor code since 
1945, but it is obviously far from a model. 

After 13 years, the State Migrant Labor 
Board is proposing that ample blankets, heat, 
and hot and cold running water be made 
mandatory in housing for migrants. And 
these elementary requirements, which most 
Americans take for granted, are being bitter- 
ly opposed by farmers, led by the New Jersey 
Farm Bureau. They would cost every farmer 
employing migrants about $2500, or a total of 
$5,000,000 in the state, the bureau estimates. 

The fight for a humane code in New Jersey 
is led by the State CIO Council and the Meat, 
Cannery and Farm Workers’ Union. With 
this support, the Migrant Labor Board will, 
we hope, stand firm on the minimal reforms 
it has proposed. Migratory work is undesir- 
able on the face of it; the least we can do, 
while attempting to reduce if not eliminate 
its necessity, is to surround it with conditions 
fit for human beings.

The Auto Industry and Air Pollution 


Detroit Takes Cavalier Attitude Toward Exhaust Fumes, Writer Says

In November of last year, the Sur- 
geon General of the United States 
called the first National Conference 
on Air Pollution. From the view- 
point of the press, which gave it lots 
of column inches, and, probably also 
from the viewpoint of the delegates, 
there were two headline facts. 

The first headline concerned the 
link between air pollution and lung 
cancer. The link 
is more than a 
little hazy, like 
circumstantial ev- 
idence in a who- 
dunit. 

In fact, the ac- 
tual statement of 
the Surgeon Gen- 
eral was: “The re- 
lationship of cancer to atmospheric 
pollution ...is being explored. We 
know that cancer-producing agents 
are in the air we breathe. Cancers 
can be produced in animals using 
concentrates of urban smog. We 
know that lung cancer death rates 
in the largest cities are twice as high 
as those in non-urban areas. The 
case has not yet been proved, but 
the weight of circumstantial evi- 
dence grows heavier as_ research 
progresses.” 

The second headline fact to come 
from the conference was the strong 
demonstration of the part played by 
motor vehicle exhausts in polluting 
the air. There was nothing equivo- 
cal in the statement made by Dr. 
Leslie Chambers, director of re- 
search for the Los Angeles County 
Air Pollution Control District. It 
was simply that two thirds of the air 
pollutants in Los Angeles county 
could be traced directly to the ex- 
haust pipes of trucks, buses, and 
automobiles.

pure air for general breathing 
Therefore what happens is that we 
we get accustomed to a certain 
amount of air contamination, but 
when the foreign material passes 
one point concentration—a _ thresh- 
hold—we notice it and make ges- 
tures to do something about it. Al- 
though not the complete reason, 
you can be sure that the horrible 
dust storms of the thirties, when the 
air-borne dust particles crossed 
everyone's threshhold of tolerance, 
were greatly influential in producing 
our federal soil conservation pro- 
grams. 

Which brings us to the observa- 
tion that if it had not been for the 
junk that motor vehicles poured 
into the Los Angeles air, it is pos- 
sible that the Herculean efforts 
Angelinos are making to clean up 
would not yet be started, because 
the threshold of obnoxiousness 
would not yet be crossed. 

There is no use laboring the point, 
but this “threshold of obnoxious- 
ness” applies to a lot of things in 
urban development—to stream pol- 
lution, to traffic, to uncontrolled 
development, to inefficient public 
administration, even to lax enforce- 
ment of school fire safety rules. 


Contrast in Attitudes 


Something drastic has to happen 
to bring the malaise across the 
threshold of obnoxiousness so that 
the public no longer stands still and 
takes it. The trouble is, of course. 
you can’t stop in your correction of 
the problem with merely pushing it 
back just beneath the threshold of 
obnoxiousness—you have to clean it 
all up—which costs a lot more than 
if you had never let it get beyond 
the threshold in the first place. 

Another interesting thing that 
came out of the air pollution meet- 
ing was the attitude of the auto- 
mobile industry toward their respon- 
sibility for contributing to the stuff 
that messes up our air. At one ple- 
nary session there were reports of 
work on pollution control from rep- 
resentatives of four industries: 
chemical, oil, steel, automobile. 

The impression you got ‘from 
listening to the first three—chem- 
ical, oil, and steel—was that each 
industry was manfully trying ‘+o 
solve its problems. They shuddered 
when they thought of the costs of 
cleaning up, they weren't altogether 
sure that they could clean up every 
plant or every process to an accept- 
able minimum, but they clearly saw 
what the people wanted and were 
making valiant efforts.

expect to be the definitive work on 
the late Prime Minister. In the 
matter of actual events, both bio- 
graphically and historically, it may 
well be, but it is not likely to stand 
as the final say in the matter of 
what made Mackenzie King the type 
of individual he was. 

Dr. Dawson, although he did not 
skirt King’s faults, played them down 
while’ using many favorable letters 
and casual comments to make the 
man who served longest as Canada’s 
prime minister seem like a “good 
fellow.” Perhaps the second volume 
of the biography, which Dawson did 
not live to finish, will have a better 
balance. 

William Lyon Mackenzie King was 
not an attractive Soy or man, but his 
sense of pride and vanity were well 
developed. It is thought that he 
compensated for lack of physica] at- 
tractiveness by acts that bordered on 
juvenile delinquency. Yet the au- 
thor passes these off as boyish ex- 
uberance and love of practical jok- 
ing. Gradually King channeled his 
energies into proving himself su- 
potter to everyone else, but Dr. 

awson attributes this to innate abil- 
ities of leadership. 


The contrast between this attitude 
and that of the representatives of 
the auto industry was astounding. 
The exposition (which was delivered 
by a PR man) sounded like the 
whining of*' a spoiled brat. They 
were spending a million dollars a 
year to work on this problem. (What 
are the annual gross sales in the 
industry — 13 billion dollars? To 
their way of thinking, this was gen- 
erous. 

Denying a Responsibility 

The auto industry has two con- 
tentions. One can be stated as: 
Did you ever smell a livery stable? 
You shoulda been around here be- 
jore there were any autos! You 
never had it so good as you got it 
now! 

It is probable that the represen- 
tatives from Los Angeles did not ap 
preciaie the auto industry’s remark 
that “we should try to remind our- 
selves that the evils afflicting us 
are mere pinpricks in contrast to 
those borne by our ancestors.” Nor 
could the rest of us forget the re- 
marks of the Surgeon General about 
lung cancer—even though the e\!- 
dence is only circumstantial. 

The other contention of the auto 
industry is that they should not be 
blamed for what,the public does with 
their product because the title and 
control of the auto has passed com- 
pletely from the manufacturer. 
Other speakers showed that con- 
tamination emission could be in 
creased by misuse of the auto 
vehicle, but it was quite clear that 
the major -portion of contamination 
come from vehicles not misused—

But one Los Angeles county offt- 
cial did describe the steps his county 
was taking. They are testing the 
contamination spreading character- 
istics of all makes of new vehicles. 
What they find out will be used to 
guide the next purchase of official 
county vehicles—4000 of them. The 
results will also be available to other 
public officials who may feel that air 
pollution is more important then 
the configuration of chromium 
stripping. 


In spite of swinging too far from 
the conventional view of King, this 
is still one of the best studies of the 
man yet undertaken, and it should 
be read widely and carefully. Dr. 
Dawson wrote well and clearly, and 
he documented his views with an

One per cent of 
deaths from cancer are caused 
by radioactive fallout from nu- 
clear weapons tests, Dr. Jack 
Schubert, a. senior chemist at 
Argonne National Laboratory, 
Said vesterday. 

Schubert based his \galcula- 
tion, in part, on a British study 
of X-ray effects on unborn 
children. Deriving a formula 
for increased cancer suscepti- 
bility from that study, Schu- 
bert applied it to government 
reports of radiational levels at- 
tributal to nuclear fallout and 
medical reports that 3000 chil- 
dren under 10 years of age die 
of cancer annually. 

His conclusion. 
told a meeting of 
Committee for a Sane Nuclear 
Policy, was that 1 per cent, or 
30 children a year now die of 
cancer because of fallout from 
nuclear tests. One key assump- 
tion he made, Schubert ad- 
mitted, was that radiation con- 
tinues to cause cancer no mat- 
ter how small the dosage may 
be. Some scientists believe that 
there is a level below which 
radiation has no harmful ef- 
fects:

Constant vigilance is the best 
safeguard against disastrous 
fires in schools and other pub- 
lic institutions, Joseph P. Ses- 
tric, Director of Public Safety, 
said last night in a discussion 


on “How § Safe Are Our 
Schools?” 

Sestric said an attitude of 
complacency towards. school 


safety generally prevails until 
tragedy strikes Alluding to 
the recent Chicago school fire, 
he said some good might come 
of the tragedy if public offi- 
Cials take decisive steps to 
eliminate fire hazards The 
discussion was on a “Commu- 
nity Forum” program on Edu- 
cational Television Station 
LETC, 


The speaker said “St. Louis- 
ans should be concerned about 
school safety, but have no 
cause for alarm.” He added 
that St. Louis hospitals and 
hotels are kept up to maxi- 
mum safety standards 

Sestric said the bill intro- 
duced last week in the Board 
of Aldermen requiring ll 
schools to comply with pro- 
visions of the 1945 building 
code is designed to correct 
structural deficiencies in old 
buildings and provide maxi- 
mum safety. Hazards in old 
schools with dry wood would 
be eliminated under the or- 
dinance, he said. 

The Rev. James 
superintendent of diocesan 
high schools, said no serious 
hazards exist in Catholic 
schools, which are being kept 
up to underwriter’s require- 
ments. Budgetary restrictions, 
he said, present the principal 
obstacle to ideal conditions. He 
added that scheduled and un- 
scheduled fire drills are being 
conducted to minimize danger 

John T. Moody, St. Louis 
county fire marshal, said short- 
age of personnel had hampered 
inspection of the 82 public and 
private schools in the unin- 
corporated areas of the coun- 
ty. He said all but four of the 
11 hospitals in the county had 
been approved and the four 
need only minor corrections 
Of the 56 nursing homes in 
the county, 48 have been ap- 
proved, he said. 

John H. Steuernagel, super- 
intendent of schools in East St. 
Lquis, said fire hazzrds are 
being eliminated there as fast 
as the school budget permits 
He said a bond issue is being 
considered to provide funds 
for new schools and correction 
of fire hazards in old buildings. 

The speakers all agreed that 
principal hazards were to be 
found in old two and three- 
story buildings It was sug- 
gested that to eliminate the 
hazards, it might be cheaper 
to tear down the old buildings 
and replace them with one- 
story concrete and steel struc-

U.S, MEDITERRANEAN FLEET

CARTAGENA, Spain, Jan. 17 
(AP)—The United States Med- 
iterranean Fleet received yes- 
terday a new supply base from 
which to draw ammunition, 
fuel and other items that keep 
a modern navy ready and 
operating. 

High Spanish and American 
officers inaugurated the new 
facility, built at this Mediter- 
ranean port at a cost of $10.- 
000.000 under the aid-for-bases 
agreement with Spain. Car- 
tagena is also an important 
base for the Spanish navy. 

The installation is part of a 
$400,000.000 program to pro- 
vide bases in Spain for the 
United States Air Force and 
the Navy The United States 
Sixth Fleet, covering the 
Mediterranean and eastern At- 
lantic in Western defense 
strategy, is already using the 
giant Rota air-navy base at the 
Atlantic entrance to the Strait 
of Gibraltar.

THE TALKING SATELLITE 
which was launched last month 
was a triumph for the Ameri- 
can government. Speaking 
broadly, it marked a victory 
for rocket scientists in gener- 
al. They were cheered by this 
success, and expect to go for- 
ward to still greater things in 
the early future. 

The talking satellite was 
the largest ever put into 
orbit around the earth.

Those things may come to 
pass before very long.

A warning note was sounded 
over the radio after the launch- 
ing of the first talking satel- 
lite. Here, in substance, was 
the message: 

“Every country should an- 
mounce in advance the 
launching of rockets de- 
signed to become satellites, 
or to go to the moon or else- 
where in outer space. 

“The Atlas is a missile, 
and an object of that kind 
(seen in another country) 
could be mistaken for an 
atomic missile and might 
start an atomic war.” 

That warning seems to be 
grounded in good sense. If 
the human race is to escape an 
atomic war, we must “look be- 


yond our noses.” WNo one 
wants such a war to be started 
by accident. Neither do we 


wanted one started on purpose.
